young Indians? I humbly submit this idea to you and I trust that

Mr. Inspector Boily in his recent report on the 
Pointe Bleve School states that every year a large number 
of little Indians go to school only ten or fifteen dags a 
year and suggests that the Department establish classes 
a@uring the holidays for these young Indians, 

The Indian Day School Regulations provide that 
"wnere in the interest of the school work such action may be 
Gesirable, the holidays allowed during the summer (two 
months) may, upon the recommendation of the local agent, 
be taken at som other time of the year; but no changes is 
to be made without the expres® approval of the Department.* 
It is too late in the season now to make a change in the 
holidays for this school this year, but next year, if it is 
considered advisable, the school may be kept open during 
the summer and the holidays taken at some other time. You 
should bring the matter to the attention of the Department 


early next summer.

In thie regard, I regret to say, as funds 
are extremely limited, the Department will be unable 
te provide the expense for the purpose of opening the 
extra classroom and payment of teacher's calary. 


Regarding the heating of the classrooms in 
the school building, it is noted that the hot air 
furnace supplies only the heat necessary for one ro om 
and that in the other room, in which the younger pupils 
ere taught, they suffer fram cold. The Department is 
communicating with wr. Agent de la Boissiere, requesting 
him to arrange for the purchase ani instailation of a 
email etove in this classroom. It is hoped, when the 
stove is inetalled, that sufficient heat will be 
provided to keep the room comfortable in cold weather.

I am very sorry to hear thet only such 6 smell 
amount is not available from the Department of Indien Af- 
feirs. The need is urgent, as we have about 50 pupils 
who shall have to abandon school some time during the 
Winter on account of their age and their physical resis- 
tence which do not enable them to trevel such @ lone 
distance with poor clothes. Those who have persisted in 
years gone by heave often been sick during the day. All 
the pupils who live far from school teke their meal at 
the school, which is e further csause of inconvenience to 
the teachers. 1 do not lose faith and I trust that for 
Jenuery, 1937, it will have been possible for you to find 
$50.00 which may be used for the welfere of those children 
during the belance of the school yeer. Would not your 
sons end daughters be very unhappy if they hed to share the 
let of those poor indiens. Plesse listen to our prayers 
and acceed to our request.

Recently, the Department received a letter from 
Keverend Sister Marie du Carmel, requesting a grant of $100 
for the establishment of a new classroom closer to the homes 
of some of the pupils. She was informed that, owing to lack 
of funds, the Department was not in a position to approve 
Opening additional classrooms st any Indian day school at the 
present time. 


The Reverend Sister has again written, requesting 
an amount of $50.00 to be used for the welfare of the 
children residing at a distance from the school. The 
Department does not understand exactly what she meant in her 
letter. Does she wish the Department to make an allowance 
for serving a midday meal? 


Please let me have a full report from you in 
connection with the Reverend Sister's request. You should 
inform her that our reason for not allowing the expenditure 
requested by her is not due to our lack of interest in the 
education of the children at Pointe Bleue, but simply due 
to the fact that our appropriation for the current fiscal 
year has been assigned and, therefore, expenditures for 
which funds were not specially provided cannot be considered.

But Since, as you 
sey, it is impossible for the moment,we respectfully 
accept your decision. The $50.00 we requested for the 
month of Jeanuery wes to be used eas the $100.00 we requested 
at the beginning of our correspondence, namely, for the sa- 
leary of an edditional school teecher. Since after Jan. 
there will be only six more months of school, I found 
this amount sufficient for the present yeer. Thet wes 
the only purpose of my request. The two school teachers 
are receiving a reasonable salary. 


I hope, nevertheless, thet our request will 
not be shelwed for ever and thet the Department shell, 
whenever it is convenient, remember our needs which ere 
very legitimete end real.

He 
stetes thet he is not in fevour of having e@ second school 
on the Reserve and thet he prefers thet the children 
should #11 come to the villege school in order thet the 
nuns mé@y be the only ones to teach. He cleims thet no child 
lives farther awey then two miles from the school end thet 
the few fermers'children who do,cean be easily brought there 
each day by their parents.

The Department is in receivt of your letter of 
the 28th ultimo, urging the enlargement of the Pointe Bleue 
Indien Day School in order to provide a third classroom. I 
may add that recently the Department received a letter enclo- 
sing @ petition from the Indiens residing on Ranges B and C 
requesting the erection of a Gay school at that point. 


No funds are available in the current year's 
Appropriation to carry out either project, nor has it been 
possible to make provision in the Estimates for the next 
fiscal year for thie work. 


The Department would appreciate your dis- 
cussing the whole matter with the Indians concerned and as- 
certaining -if they are prepared to assist in the erection of 
a third clessroon. Could they provide the nessqeury lumber 
and do the work without charge to the Department? n this 
event, it might be possible for us to favourably consider 
supplying the doors, windows, shingles, etc. On receipt of 
your reply the provision of extra classroom accommodation at 
Pointe Bleue will receive further consideration.

I may add thet the Inspector 
appears to heve a strong argument in favour of his 
recommendation, in view of the fact that the attendence 
during the summer months is apparently small.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
13th instant, in which you submit additional informatica 


with respect to the operation of the Pointe Bleue Indien 
Dey School. 


In view of the information submitted in your 
communication and the information conteined in the 
Inspector's report sent forward therewith, it will be 
satisfactory to the Department if the school, this 
yeer, is operated as you suggest from October 1 to 
April 30 and from June 1 to August 31. The officials 
here were disturbed to learn thet there are about 10 
white children in attendance at this school. This 
Department is under no obligation whatever to provide 
instruction for white children. You should interview 
the parents of these children, therefore, at an early 
date and inform them that, in view of the number of 
Indien children on the reserve for whom we must provide 
accommodation, it will not be possible for us to 
provide instruction for their children in the future. 
The instruction of these children is a matter that 
should be taken up with the Provincial Department of 
péuceation. 


It would be appreciated if you would discuss 
with the Inspector at the time of his next visit to 
the school the desirability of operating this school 
from September 1 to June 30. The attendance of white 
children at our school and the provision thet should be 
made for the education of these children by the Provincial 
authorities is also «a matter that should be discussed with 
the Provincial Inspector. You might forward a report on 


your discussions with the Public School Inspector to the 
Department in due course.

School Inspector C. &. Boily, must have been in a 
freat ‘urry when he came to make his examination, : he did not call 
at the Agency office, and simply meiled a cony of his report to the 
Agent. I have read said report and beg to diff opinion with him 
on some points. 


He does not apparently arprove of the two course 
riven at our school, he said that the seven months course was not a 
success a=, due to an epidemic, there was only a six months attendance: 
if he only had talked to our agent and got first hand information, he 
would have written a different and more accurate report, as the 
mejority of the children had scarlet fever in October and a part of 
Bovember, then, some beinz convalescent even in December, many were 
away from school in the month of January due to an e»idemic of grippe: how 
>an any one expect to compare results of a supposed seven mont) term 
when it really was no more than three months attendance. 


Yhen the system was established to divide our school 
year nto two sections, it was with a view to benefit the children of 
families (hunters) who were on the reserve during the summer months only 
and never had a chance to learn to readsz the change now existing ceve 
those children a better showing than they ever had before. 


lr. Boily suggest the arn to the old school year 
as carried on in other parts of «uebec, as the new .uebec legislation 
for compulsory attendance to school will be in effect from September 
1943, He does not seem eware that the Indian Act had that matter 
decided upon @ long time before “Quebec ever thought about its I must 
admit however, that it is hard to enforce the Act where we have no 
constable. 
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I do not agree with the Inspector's siwe?Stion 
to open a third class, claiming that there are 111 inscriptions; he 
forgets that many children can only speak indian and are uneble to 
follow the regular course for the whole year; he also forgets 
that many children are following their families to their hunting 
f@rounds and therefor unable to attend a ten months school year; 
this will leave sufficient room in the two classes for the children 
remaining on the reserve, who are able to follow our longer school 
term. I fail to see te necessity for another class being opened, 


The sisters again complained that the water 
still tastes of gasoline. I also noticed this taste. They claim 
to be very careful when filling the engine with gasoline, but it 
seems to run into the well. I would recommend that we secure an 
estimate of the cost of moving the small engine in the cellar, away 
from the well. This should not cost very mich and I have asked 
our Agent to secure this information and submit same to the 
Department for consideration. “Yur water surply is good and plentiful 
and the taint of gasoline does not affect if for washing purpose but 
it is hardly fit for drinking and the indians cannot be blamed for 
objecting to drinking it.

There is an enrolment of 20 pupils in grades Vv, Vi, 
Vil, and 1X under the direction of the senior teacher 
There are 33 pupiis in grades 111 and 1V, and 49 in 
ereades 1 and ll, Grades 111 and 1V are combined and are 
taught in the parish hall which is quite unselisfactory 
as @ classroom. It is being used as an emergency. 


It is recommended to build a classroom, plan 865. 
A male teacher would take charge of the senior boys. 
According to the present enrolment there would be approx- 
imately 20 pupiis. Grades Vill and 1X should attend 
provincial High Schools, There will be 6 in this category 
next year. The principal hgs been instructed to notify 
the Department gs soon as the final standing of these 
pupils is known, 


There seems to be some misunderstanding betwen 
Nebervaal and the reserve. There is not here the 
ecooperetion that is noticed at Lorette, Pierrevilie, and 
other locglities which now show a great deal of goodwill 
towards the Indian. This misunderstanding seems to be 
caused principally by ignorance “fT Government policy on 
the part of the authorities in Rebervagl. In order that 
activities on the reserve be successful I believe that 
this misunderstanding should be cleared gs soon aS possible.

While at Pointe Bleue lest week I mede 
another inspection of the new school building in 
company with tne Acting Indian Agent, anéd beg to 
furnish you with the following information concern- 
ing the above mentioned building. 


The raised platform supplied by the 
contractor as an extra to enable the younger pupils 
to use the blackboerds in the classrooms, is entirely 
unsatisfactory and it is understood with the con- 
tractor that these shall be teken eway from the 
building end that no payment will be claimed for 
this edditional work. 


I would suggest that new steps be built 
by & competent carpenter during the coming holidays, 


in eccordance with the sketch which the superior hee 
agreed to furnish, if authorized to do 60. 


The double door st the rear entrance 
was broken down by the wind. This door should be 
re-ad justed and provided with 6 suiteble cylinder 
lock at the expense of the Department. The registers 
for the intake of the cold air in connection with 
the hot sir heating system, have been adjusted in 
the floor in a permanent manner. It will be necessary 
thet these be taken out and re-edjusted with screws 
so that they may be removed for the cleaning of the 
galvanized iron box undernesth them, where dust and 
weste paper heve sccumuleted. 
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I may add thet I was surprised to find 
@ number of labourers engared in the levelling of 
the ground in the front of the school building and 
upon further inquiry to be sdvised thet the contractor 
had completed the construction of the sewage disposal 
system in the manner outlined in his tender for this 
work, already on file. I subsequently endeavoured to 
locate Mr. Plourde, the contractor, who ie working 
at Kenogami, and he explained to me thet the sewage 
work was undertaken to prevent the renewal of the 
flooding of the basement of the building, where 6 
hot-air heating system is installed. He was under 
the impression that this course would be sanctioned 
by the Department in view of the urgent need of the 
work being carried out. 


I bee to suggest that the Agent be 
requested to “*urther investirate this matter and 
advise the Department whether it would be justified 
in giving its approval to the action taken by the 
contractor concerning the sbove mentioned work.

There has been considerable correspondence 
with reference to an account of Emile Plourde, of St. 
Prime, Que., who was the contractor for the Pointe Bleue 
Indian bay School, erected last year. buring the late 
Agent Tessier's illness, Mr. Plourde understood that he 
was to put in the drein and septic tank. The work was 
done on a cost plus 10, basis and amounts to $960.46. 
Phere was no written authority; but, as both Mr. Indian 
Agent Boissiere and myself are satisfied that it was 
necessary and that the work was well done, I have to 
recommend that the account be paid. I may add that I 
have inspected the work since its completion, and I 
find that the heavy labour cost is because the pipe 
and tank had to be laid in solid rock. 


Mr. Plourde has a further account with the 
Department, which is in order, for repairing, setting 
up and aligning on strips the school desks and for 
supplying and installing the fixtures in the cloak 
rooms. This second account amounts to $285.95.

De la Boissiere's letter of the 25th ultimo herewider, rec annend- 
ing peyment of an account amounting to $61.10 for materials and 
labour furnished for the repairing of tne sewer pipe last month 
from the Indian School at Pointe sleue, 1 beg to say thet this 
sewer pipe was laid in a trench excavated in solid rock with great 
aifficulty. I believe that the reason why it freezes at different 
pointe is due to the fact thet the ground over its course was lowered 
when the play ground was levelled, after the completion of the sewerage 
systems in order to avoid further expenditure in connection with 
this sewer pipe 1 would recommend that the whole trench be excavated 
this spring ana that the pipe be replaced by a vitrified clay pipe 
6° in diameter and that the ground be lowred as much as possible, 
so that the pipe would be at a depth of 6 feet. the trench shoula 
then be filled with earth to a minimum height of 4 feet on top and 
ground the pipe. The cost of the work would be approximately 160.00.

Following your letter Noe 2lel-1, dated 
July 9, in which you enclosed a petition by the Indians, 
etc., which am returning herewith after having under- 
lined in red the names of the residents of Ranges B 

and C who signed the seid petition; Imy say thet among 
those who signed three are unmarried and two families are 
without children.

I am elso enclosing a list of the names of 
21 children, all of school age, and who live on the said 
renges; of these, 5 will not return to school. 


The parents of these children own horses 
and could easily arrange, if they wish to do so, to each 
in their turn trensport their children to the village 
school during the winter. 


As for the suggestion mentioned in your lete 
ter of February 10 least, I must say thet the majority of 
the Indian hunters wish that the school be enlarged in 
order thet it may contein a third classroom. I mey add 
thet even if, some day, & school should be built on 
renges B and C, e@ third classroom in the village school 
would nevertheless be necessary. 

I believe the cost of enlerging the school 
should not be more than $500.00, and if you have no obe 
jection, the school could be enlarged on the west side, 
which would not impair its architecturel style. I am 
enclosing herewith a list conteining the signatures of 
Indians who promise to ay for the timber and to furnish 
the labour. I could have hed many more signetures, but 
many of the Indiens have left the villace to travel 
during the summer. I mey say thet I do not rely overmuch 
on these promises.

Mr. Thibault eleo recommends the issue 
of e half pint of milk per day to every child 
during the school year. In another part of his 
report he says that there ere about 100 milking 
cows on the Reserve. You micht discuss this 
matter also with the doctor and submit to the 
Department any recommendstion you and he micht 
@gree upon. The Department would probsbly 
authorize the issue of the milk, but thinks that 
@ populretion with a considerable number of cows 
ought to be eblie to supply the milk at feirly 
low cost, seeing thet in many femilies children 
woul’ be consuming milk which is already avail- 
able at home. 


Mr. Thibault recommends also that Cod 
Liver O11 be made availeble for the children et 
the school. For many years the Department has 
urged that this be done and you heve only to 
ask the doctor to prepare requisitions for the 
oil et the rate of one quert for each pupil. 
The official standerdéd dose is one teaspoonful 
twice deily, to be given by the school teechers. 


He elso recommends that you take charge 
of a quentity of home remedies such 4s cough 
medicines, liniments, end ointments. The Depart- 
ment distributes these medicines widely, but 
does not wish to set up what may become «4 sort 
of free druc store. It is quite willing to supply 
Coa Liver 011 and the only reason for asking you 
to make a requisition is to ensure that the 
teachers ere willing to hendle it. It would also 
be quite willine to send eae supply of ointment if, 
for example, there were a widespreed outbresk of 
scabies or impetigo. 


Kindly telk ell these things over with 
the doctor and advise the Department what you would 
like to have done.

Boily 
on his inspection of the Pointe Bleue Indian day 
school on April 26, 1939: 


The report showed that there were 91 children 
present on the day of the inspection. The Inspector 
remarked as follows on his report:

I am in receipt of your letter of the Srd 
instant enclosing an account for $233.10 in 
connection with painting the interior and exterior 
of the Pointe Bleue school. 


In official letter of August 10, 1939, you 
were authorized to expend an amount of $66.00 for 
materials for painting this building. Un October 
6 you forwarded an account for $7.26 covering the 
cost of nails and linseed oil to be used et the 
pointe Bleue school and quoted as your authority 
official letter of August 10. This latter account 
was paid and left e talance authorized for painting 
materials of $58.74. 


The Devartment cannot understand why, without 
obtaining authority, you exceeded the appropriation 
to such an extent as shown by the account just re- 
ceived. I think you will realize that if [Indien 
Agents were allowed to exceed their authority in 
this manner it would be impossible for the Department 
to keep any control of expenditure. Under the circum- 
stances I am inclined to feel that the only procedure 
that we can take is to pay $58.74 on the amount and 
allow you to pay the balance yourself.

I was pleased to note that most of my suggestions 
of March 1939, hed been complied with, except the "automatic 
drinking faucet". It was well to heave an ordinary faucet 
and small sink installed to p vent dipping drinking cup 
into water pail, but the enc hieved when over 
seventy pupils are using the ne Cl Individual cups, 

ooks, ete would e rather y du special faucet - 
requiring n cup - would supply 2 ired water to drink 
at any time - easy - clean und hygienic. If we are taking 
any steps to stop vB. inereasing on this reserve, we should, 
in my opinion, give the children the least chance for 
contaminstion. 


Cod Liver Oil has een distributed rezularly, and 
results can be seen in the healthy eppearance of the 
children. 


The suggestion to repair ceilings of the tw 
classrooms was mede in my inspection report of Jetober 1956. 
I had estimated the cost of such repairs at about $50.00, 
judging from appeerance at tliat time. However, nothing was 
Gone until July or August 1959, when the ceiling <ept 
lowering all the time, and was then a terrible menace. 

I have interviewed one of the men who worked on the repairs, 
and he informed we that in one classroom the ceiling nad 

come down eleven inches., while in the other room it was 

down nine inches. Whoever was supervising the construction 
surely slept on his job, to let a contractor get away with 
such fault of construction. Due to conditions being worse 
when repairs were made than when i saw it in 19368, the cost 
of revairs was higher; the plaster hed to be repaired; the 
whole ceiling had to be, as well as all the walis, re-dec- 
orated in both classrooms, 4s seaffolding had somewhat touched 
the walls, etc. T ere appeers to be a balance of $167.10 

for materials due on this repeir, and after seeing the work 
done I feel that no -ndue cost was added, and I recommend 

the payment of the s2id balance of 2167.10. A lot more paint 
was required for outside work, as the woo work had become 
spongy, having received no paint since its construction 

in 1927-28. No house owner could expect to keep his 

property in good shape if painted every ten years, or if he 
does, he must expect to use 4 lot more paint, besides the 
depreciation of the lumver. A professionel house builder and 
painter would probably not make such e difference in his 
estimates, but our agent and even myself are not experts in 
the metter.

SCHOOL 


I visited the school on september 2lst and found that 
seventy-five children were registered. 


The junior Class has 47 seats with forty-six pupils in 

Grades i, II and iII; the senior Class has 350 seats with 29 pupils 
in Grades III, iV, V, VI, VII, vIII 
“o aS 9 Se 


these children ere all residing on the reserve and 
another family with 5 children of school age is expected back. 


One might imagine what a teacher has to put up with in a 
class of 47 juniors when windows are closed in winter and the place 
heated; ordinary ventiletion is not sufficient in such cases. It is 
@greed that the family Allowance has something to do with the in- 
creased and more regular attendance. 


Since the location of the gas engine, used for pimping the 
water, was changed, the water can now be used from drinking, as the 
eesoline infiltration in the well is done away with, there is 
yet a very slight taste which will gradually disappear in time. 


The schoel grounds are gradually sloping towards the rail- 
wey fence, and i strongly recommend that ea start be made towards 
leveling the same, this reall if at all possible, about one hundred 
@ellars would help to start the improvement. As it is now, with 
larger attendance and older boys, there should be better pleygrounds 
@veilable for ball playing. rather Lajeunesse is greatly interested 
in heaving all indian boys take part in open air games. At this time, 
i have been told that a football would be most welcomed by the boys, 
if at all available and meets with your approval. Soft ball and bat 
could also be used, if sent now, if sent in care of our indian Agent, 
Mr. A. de le voissiere.

There is an enrolment of 20 pupils in grades V, V1, 
Vil, and 1X under the direction of the senior teacher. 
There are 33 pupils in grades 111 and 1V, and 49 in 
grades 1 and il. Grades 111 and 1V are combined and are 
taught in the parish hall which is quite unsatisfactory 
as a@ classroom. It is being used as an emergency. 


It is recommended to build a classroom, plan 865. 
A male teacher would take charge of the senior boys. 
According to the present enrolment there would be approx- 
imately 20 pupils. Grades V1ll1 and 1X should attend 
provincial High Schools. There will be 6 in this category 
next year. The principal hgs been instructed to notify 
the Department as soon as the final standing of these 
pupils is known. 


There seems to be some misunderstanding between 
Robervaal and the reserve. There is not here the 
cooperation that is noticed at Lorette, Pierreville, and 
other locglities which now show a great deal of goodwill 
towards the Indian. This misunderstanding seems to be 
caused principally by ignorance 6f Government policy on 
the part of the authorities in Robervaal. in order that 
activities on the reserve be successful I believe that 
this misunderstanding should be cleared as soon es possible.

Following our phone conversation regarding the work re erection 
of the Indian School,as already stated,the outside work and also 
the sceptic tank and eutlet are completed. 


The inside is also well advanced;all the partitions made and they 
have started to-day to place the gyprock;we did not receive yet all 
the gyprock required,but we expect it anytime. 


The plumbing is completed except the fittings;for the electricity 
they have completed the wiring. 


Mr saberge who has drilled two wel.s on the reserve here has exa- 
mined the well in the old School, and he doee not recommend to clean 
it, as according to him, it would be useless because it would not 
give any good result.He claims the same thing happejfined near Montreal 
few years ago, and they tried to clean the well,but the water had 
still the same emell and taste.He Suggested the only solution would 
be to drill an other well and plug the old one with cement. 


Zhe day light is getting scarce in the morning and at night ana 
of course we would need some light for the work of the carpenters 
inside;we had thought to use gas lanterns, or aladin lamps, but it 
is more or less commendable on account of the danger for fire and 
moreover,as the carpenters have to move from one room to the other 


and it if not possible to carry the lanterns each time.

At the end,I think an oil furnace would be more economic; with 
an ordinary wood stove,we would be obliged to buy the wood at $5.00 
per cord,and pay a man during the night to keep the fire going.

I wish to-déraew your attention on the fact that we have not yet ree 
ceived any authority for the purchase and installation of the sump 
pump for the new Indian Day School. 


Mr Binet advised that he does not take any responsibility ef 
damages are caused by water in the basement of the Schooi because 
he did not receive any inetruction regarding the matter. 


During the heavy raims we have had in January,the level of 
the water comes up to 4 inches from the basement floor. Then,we 
may expect that in the spring the basement could’ be flooded if 
no proper equipment is installed to evacuate the water contained 
in the reservoir made for that purpose. 


I understand that the electricity is not yet organized in the 
reserve,but I wonder if it would not be advisavie to have the 
sump pump instal.ed immediately in order to have it when the elec- 
tricity wil. be available.In the meantime,I beleive it would be 
urgent to have instructions from you to igstal an ordinary pump 
on the reservoir,in order to prevent flooding in the basement.

With reference to the applicatiom made by 
Mr Agent Pitre for a grant to assist in putting up 
a residence for the new teacher of the Restigouche 
school,addressed to Mr Marcil1,M.P. and by him fore 
warded to the Department,I beg to say that these 
Indians have no funds from which a grant could be 
made and there is no other money available for the 
purpose and Mr Agent Pitre was so informed on the 
Srd ultimo. 

There is a great deal in what the Agent 
says about the difficulty of obtaining suitable 
accommodation for a white teacher on the reserve,but 
the same difficulty is experienced in connection with 
&11 Indian day schools and it is only in very excep- 


ticnal cases where the Department has made a grant 


for this purpose, Where accommodation has been pro= 


vided,the funds have been furnished by the Indians, 
and the teacher*s dwelling is the property of the 
Band. In this case the reverend Fathers are going 

to erec* a dwelling on their own land near the school 
house,which will be in the nature of a convent and 
where the Sister appointed to take charge of the 
Indian school will reside,and it towaBds the erection 
of this building that the Agent wishes the Departe 
ment to contribute. 


The schoolhouse is the property of the 
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Government and if the Department decides to furnish 
a teacher*s dwelling it should be @evernment pro= 
perty,as it is not certain that the Sisters will 
always have charge of this school. A petition has 
reached the Department to-day protesting against 

the appointment of the Sisters as teachers »which 
bears the neames of the Chief,two Councillors and 
sixty-nine members of the Band. The chief objectian

I,visited also the domestic science department. 
I was surprised to see how the pupils work, A few articles 
of general use have been made but I regret to say that the 
allowances of $5.00 a month to buy the necessary articles 
for this department is not at all sufficient. I would sug- 
gest that a sum of at least $15.00 a month be paid to the 
Sisters so that they may buy the goods they need to make a 
Success Of this art department. The ciothes, stockings, 
mits, underwear worked by the pupils would be distributed 
then to the poorest families. Thus out of this department, 
there would be two results, learn the pupils to work out 
their own clothes and provide poor Indian families wibh a 
few clothes, 


On visiting the building, I remarked that there 
was &@ nicé, spacy room intended for a kitchen, butmI an 
sorry to say that there are no stove, nor utensils, nothing 
at all to have this department go.

I beg to inform the Department,as it 
was mentioned before, that we expect to start the work 
at the Indian School about in the first week of June,if 
the ground ie dried up, and if the window frames for’ the 
foundation are ready, and if instructions from Ottewa 
dont make any delay to the work.

I visited the school and found thet nearly all 
ildren were present on that day, but the Sister in charge 
declared thet it was exceptional, as there are many absentees 
at all times, for the least excuse or without excuse and no 
way to enforce school attendance without a truant officer. 


However, the extension of the Family Allowance 
Act to Indians might prove to be quite e help to us, in matter 
of school attendance, es the parents are liable to lose the 
benefit of the act if any child is not attending school 
regulerly. The Act coming into effect only after the end of 
the present school year, we will not feel the reaction until 
next September. 


A displey of made-over clothing was on exhibition 
for my visit, when I met members of the Women's Club. z 
could not help congratuleting them on their fine work in 
cutting, sewing and remodelling clothes, as well es on their 
knitting, crochet work and embroidery exhibits.

The Principal of the Restigouche Indian Day 
School has to solve a problem which she presently stands 
unable to resolve alone : 


On April lst we generaliy admit among our pupils 
the seven year old children for three months preparation 
which has proven a great help to them when they return 
in the Fall. This Spring, the Indian pupile are too 
numerous and attend too regularly to permit us to accept 
any new comers. The lst and 2nd gradeapartment made to 
accomodate 30 pupils respectively register 36 and 45 
young ones with an attendance of 93% last month. Some of 
them sit on the blackboard platforms and kneel on the 
floor to write. Would you prefer turning the sewingroom 
into a Classroom for which I could no doubt obtain a teacher 
orwould it be better accepting all pupils of school age 
and give them only half a day each ? To my humble opinion 
they would advance more by separating them in two groups 
than to have overcrowded classrooms. 


K advise me how to act in thia matter if 
it be your desire to favour the beginners. 


The enlargement of the Restigouche Incian Day 
School is indispensable for September if the Henourable 
Department of Indian Affairs wish to provide schooling 
to all the pupila@ of school age.

There were 45 pupils present on the occasion 
of my visit, and I distributed 10 prizes in books. 

Now, the house that is used for class-rooms is 
not smitable for the purpose. Erected in 1865, it is 
quite dilapidated, It is too smail for the number of, 
pupils enrolled: each one of them has only 78 cubic feet 
of air, while the miniw1 required is I50. The system of 
ventilation is greatly in fault; the roof leaks all over 
and is only 8 feet in height between the ceiling and the 
floor while the law prescribes a miniwn of 10 feet. 

With such a large number of Bupils, to classes 
ar- absolutely necessary under the direction of two 
teachers, 

The maxium for a single teacher in a single 
school ought to be 50, fo sum up, it may therefore be 
said that it is urgent that the present school—house be 
pulled down to make room for a building in a*cordance 
with school laws and sBitable ror the present needs of 
the school population.
